Tickets 
from 12 to' 1 6 cents accord ing, to the daily 
demand, bo that one inuBtcoacibde the' de- 
mand is; not nearly, so great as it was ex- 
pected it ; wonld' be. . And • thU is true; 
Government sold to bankers and other re-, 
tailers -exactly. 50,000,000 tickets' at 20'ctV 
apieoce; 'the bankers and retailers sold 
them in turn to the public; so that'bplb 
tbe'goyernment-and the retailers, have' not' 
lost in the transaction. : . ThepubliohaB, of, 
rather the. public is riot availing itself; of 
iif.ts tickets; but ia reselling them for what 
they will fetch: in. fbe ticket-market that ft. 
held every; niottjjug&at: the '{Bourse. . To 
thiB extent the imbllc*piay lie said to be a 
loser and, mflHatjjg' the public-is not go- ( 
ing to the exposition,- the exposition, may 
be said to^ a failure;- But consider a Jit- 
tie, 50;000;pqd'tiiRts usediwouldmean an 
average attendance for eix nionthao£ about 
280,000 people a day.' - That' ia a very large' 
average— an unreasonably' large number, to 
expect t'o'attetidi'and one need 'not think 
the exposition a failure- because, ob in 1 the 
case, the actual aTeragp dailyatteu'dance is 
only 170,0qo: : 'f On^rtain.'.occas'ionfl;*'* fine 
Sundays especially, "the attendance has 
touched, or very nearly, 500;000, but for 
the whole period of the show, April 15 to 
November 15, the average daily attendance 
is very unlikely to be more than 200,000- 
How.can a show that draws this number 
of people-36,0000,000— be said to be a 
failure, even if failure is to be judged by 
numbers? It is' right however, tosay that 
a great mijny of the attractions dndamuse- 
meots are losing money— serves them fight 
for offering an educated public in all coBea 
coetly, arid in several caBea; .indecent enter- 
tairimentt. -For the exposition's public is 
bettered ucated than those of the expositions 
thati preceded it, and, being so, they re- 
quire a better clasa of article for their money.' 
The fact ib the old and laviahlyiapending 
touriat is no" more. Money is too hard to 
earn nowadays for it to lw ; lightly ; spent, 
and if that ■ is n 6t;. so; people wb'qhave.

believe; ia one great lesson of the: expoai-

Too much 
pharasaical religion there to suit me. 

It is much -the same yet in^ many com- 
munities. The souls. of the poor ore not 
worth as much as the wealthy, ie too, often 
expressed by Buch aristocrats.

The recent departure of one of our towns- 
men on a visit to his native country casts 
that natural spell of longing over tbo=o who 
are left behind for another look at what 
" every Manxman throughout tbe world con- 
eiders the most beautiful spot on the face 
of the globe. I, although a new arrival 
among them, am none the less enthusiastic 
over my desire to revisit the dear old spot 
do hereby venture to comfort them to some 
'. degree by relating some of the scenes of 
•\Mona*a Isle. ; 

■ " The Isle of Man, otherwise known 
throughout Great Britain as Mona'a Isle or 
Mainland, is without'doubt tbe most nat- 
urally beautiful spot in -the British Isle. 
Its hieb, rugged rocke, its beautiful moon* 
tains nnd glens are ever remembered by 
those who sojourned there. Its position 
-situated as it ia between England, Ireland 
and Scotland makes the climate perfect. 
Our townsman when he arrives in, Liver- 
pool will take steamer for Douglas, and 
after a trip of about four and a half hours 
which will greatly depend whether yon are 
a good sailor or not to enjoy it, he will ar- 
rive in Douglas bay.' Ob, . the beautiful 
picture. Standing on the deck of the 
- steamer as I have done hundreds of times, 
approaching Douglas with itB horseshoe 
bay five miles from headland to headland, 
with the town standing away back like a 
huge amphitheater, its beautiful hotels, 
.grand theaters, pleasure palaces and every 
possible amusement for tbe benefit of its 
patrons. On one side of this beautiful 
bay we get into an electric car and start on 
a trip under the cliffs on what is called the 
Marine railroad running south of the 
island only a few rods from the waters 
edire. I assure you no one ever sat in those 
core -without looking" first down at the 
water and then up at tbe huge cliffs above 
them and wonder to themselves if they 
were going to get to the other end safely. 
Then on the other aide of tbe bay yon start 
on tbe same kind of road and for seventeen 
miles you are taken sometimes under the 
cliffs, sometimes through beautiful glens 
until you get to the second largest town 
called Rameerf. After spending some 
hours looking, through Ramserf we start 
borne again, IHb time by another road 
through tbe country, the moat important 
place of interest being Kirkmichal, where 
the bishop of the Isle of Man has his palace. 
I dare not Bay too much about Kirkmichal 
there are too many people living in Anti- 
och from that port and they might trip me 
up, but to my mind there are few more 
beautiful spots than Bishop's Court and tbe 
. drive through Kirkmichal. After Kirk- 
michal I would take myreoder to the grand 
old town of, Feel, with its imposing old 
castle and ' quaint old . fashioned ways. 
Speaking of Feel reminds me of an old 
. story associated with that town. Two 
fishermen, well known characters, by the 
names of John Quayle and Thomas Corlett 
•went fishing off tbe bay. After tbey bad 
their lines cast a great black cloud appeared 
'and the Btorm approaching both men got 
terribly afraid, and as tbe storm grew* 
more terrible and danger more eminent, 
their -fright grew more apparent. John 
Quayle looked at Thomas Corlett and in a 
most unnatural tone said, "Thomas, we 
had better pray," "I have never prayed 
in my life," said Thomas, "Neither have 
I," said John.

and who adds: 

Before iencbing> Chicago the visiting 
stranger very naturally. thinks of some of 
the many sights which he will enjoy, while 
in the city. 

■ If be has been posted in advance,. a vision 
of the lake covered with shipping, tbi 
many beautiful public parks, the splendid 
boulevards, the great museum in Jackson 
Park, containing countless vnlunble speci- 
mens of products' from all parts of -the 
globe, and thepriceless treasures oh -art in 
the massive edifice or^Mtchjgnn' v boulevard 
are a few of, the rriany /attractions- which 
wouldpasB before bis mind's .eye. 

Chief among these 1b the 1, ,gfeat- Electro- 
Cydorama representing tho- naval battle of 
Manila, located at Wabash avenue nil 
Hubbard court. 

On Sunday morning, May 1, 1898, when 
the right-hand gun in tbe forward turret 
of the' battleship Olympia sent a two hun- 
dred nnd fifty -pound shell at too Spanish 
admiral's flagship, tbere opened one of the 
greatest sea fights in the annals of naval 
warefarc, and one that was to.endina 
.victory bo complete for the American fleet 
as to astonish tbe civilized world and 'to 
allow the United States "to come to her 
own'' in the front rank of the great nations 
of the earth. 

It is this imposing naval tragedy enacted 
that cloudless morning on tbe sapphire 
waters of Subig Baj-, off Manila, that is re- 
produced with Btartling-Iike fidelity and 
historical aocurracy in the bit; Cyclorama 
building at Wabash avenue and Hubbard 
court. 

It is but simple truth to state that one 
could write a book on this marvelous spec- 
tacle — marvelous because of both subject 
and treatment, nnd yet not tell all that 
could be said about it. 

Come., let us visit the much-talked of at- 
traction, and judge for ourselves of tbe 
correctness of the reports concerning it. 

We enter the spacious doorway on Wa- 
bash avenue and find ourselves surrounded 
on all sides by relics from the far-away 
Philippine Islands. We loiter but a few 
minutes over these odd curios nnd then 
haste/i through the long corridor and up 
tbe easy stairway. When we have mounted 
to the top, we are startled at tbe scene that 
bursts upon us. Surely we are not in Chi- 
cago. The wand of enchantment baB con- 
veyed us into Subig Bar, and on that fatal 
day when Spain's hopes were crushed, the 
flower of her navy wrecked, and Dewey 
won victory and immortal fame for himself 
and bis country. 

We are standing on deck of the Olympia, 
the flagship of Commodore then — but now 
Admiral Dewey. By the dim light or haze 
which spreads oyer the sea we faintly dis- 
cern Dewey on the forward, bridge of- tbe 
vessel. Near him are a gronpe of officers. 
Every man is at his station, silent and ex- 
pectant, for they know the hour is at hand 
when they will be called upon to battle for 
Old Glory. Suddenly the faint- light is 
swept out and a low moaning sound 'comes 
to the ear from over the waters, and quickly 
growB into, a terrific roar, above the din of 
wbicb even the booming of the loudest can- 
non could not be heard; It ia the dreaded 
typbone, that scourge of the tropic seas, 
that has burst upon tbe American fleet. 
Inky blackness settles, down over vessels 
and water, and nothing can be seen except 
when revealed by tbe rapid flashes of light- 
ning. These, with the frequent cannon- 
ading of tbe thunder, are but a prelude to 
that other great cannonading shortly to be 
invoked by man. As quickly as it came 
the typhoon bos passed. Tbe storm king 
has blown the clouds behind the horizon 
and the moon comes out, shedding her 
silver luster into pale beauty over the black 
engines of war. 

It ia just at dawn. Looking almost di- 
rectly over the bow of tbe vessel we see the 
eastern sky lighted up with the hectic flush 
of the coming day. Then tbe sun rises 
like a great red ball of fire, revealing the 
city of Manila off yonder in the distance, 
and in the shadow of the foothills is tbe 
Spanish fleet. The battle is now on, 

Like an inspiration, the artiste have 
seized and portrayed that moment in tbe 
memorable engagement when most of tbe 
Spanish vessels were burning or otherwise 
completely disabled, while their decks were 
swept with a torrent of shells from tbe guns 
on the American: vessels. Tbe deck on 
which we stand trembles from the shock of 
the cannon firing. Great clouds of smoke 
rise on every side, Shells from the Spanish 
guns, explode. in the air or plunge into the 
sea, Vending up great columns of foam and 
spray. 

Tbe entire scene is spread out before our 
eyes in panoramic beauty and -sublimity. 
The fate of two ■ nations is being decided 
before ub. It is decided now, for suddenly 
a white, flag is run up by the Spanish in 
tokett 'of surrender, while the' 1 stare and 
atripea wave triumphantly in the Sunday 
Bummer air. _-_- ■

Secretary Gage read the letter, and in 
dialect, spirit, humor and keen penetration 
it bore so - verily the hallmark of Dooley 
that the gueBtB were kept in a gale of mer- 
riment. It was written in a particularly 
happy vein, and was filled with so many 
personal allusions and with so many jokes 
that referred. to doings or diecqssons in the 
cabinet that there were shouts of laughing 
amazement. lite president himself is said 
to : h'ave enjoyed it more than anything 
oUb written' thiB year.
